I don't know how many other people do it this way, and I haven't ever found a 
problem doing it this way, but what I do is just take the hot soldering iron and 
heat the very end where the copper is exposed until the enamel starts to bubble a 
bit and tin it with solder just like you would a regular piece of wire. You just 
have to be carefull not to melt off too much enamel, and just enough to tin the 
length that you need for your application. I tried this a couple of years back 
when I couldn't find any fine sand paper and it seems to work great. I usually 
clean up excess melted enamel with 90% or better Isopropyl alcohol.

I think you have to very different location problems. Motels and summer 
cottages. Seems to me you can usually do a lot more at a summer cottage 
than you can at most motels. So think in terms of what you can do 
depending on where you are. All antennas will get out, just some much 
better than others. Running 5 watts makes it harder, that is all. 


If you have to use a short antenna, stick to the higher bands. The size 
constraints are not so bad there. I stay away from 80 meters for that 
reason, usually preferring 20 meters and up. The Miracle Whip and the 


Outbacker suffer in comparison to a Hustler as they effectively put the 
"lumped inductance lower on the antenna. You want that as high as you can 
get it. The antenna will perform better. For a lot less money than either 
the Miiacle Whip or the Outbacker you can get a hustler coil for a few 
bands and a mast. 


If you are sold on a vertical, I'd go the hustler route, get a mast a long 
as you can put up and trim the whip to get the SWR where you want it. I 
use two foot aluminum sections for that kind of stuff. I can just put 
together as many sections as I want. You will still need some kind of 
radials. All the mobile antennas rely on the car body to serve that 
purpose, so you need to replace that with something. 


That is not to say the Outbacker will not get out. I've got one. I still 
use it around town for it ease of getting on and off the car without having 
to guy the thing. I've got 2xWAS mobile to mobile with the thing (at 100 
watts). It does work. 


At least for the summer cottage, I would think of getting one of the 20 
foot fishing poles that are out there or the DK9SQ 30 ft. mast and use that 
to support the center of an invented V or a dipole. I've done that and tied 
the mast to the deck of the cottage and run the wire out as far as I can, 
tied ropes to the end to go even further and stuck the ends of the ropes on 
a tent peg in the ground. Feed that with ladder line. That an a tuner will 
cover a number of bands. And unless you are at the beach it will usually 
do a better job for you.

I used a straight key for a couple years, then a bug for 8 or 10 more, then 
a keyer (e.g.--'paddles') for the next 30. Each change was greatly for the 
better and each transition was made smoothly. 


I do think (personal prejudice?) that everyone ought to be able to send 
with a straight key. And I also think there's probably a lower limit of 
speed where a keyer may be harder to use. You're actually waiting for 
elements to complete and can't develop a rhythm. I'd advise using a 
straight key until you find yourself operating at a speed where it's 
uncomfortable to send with the hand key. (Maybe 15+ ???) Then move to the 
keyer.

Havn't really been following this thread, but read a comment about the lower 
limit where a keyer is actually harder to send with... 


Here goes my old fart routine: I send with a straight key for about 2 
years, then with a bug for the next 32. I have never tried sending with a 
keyer ( although I probably will, off air, when the K1 gets here). My 
thought is that there are entirely too many people trying to use keyers who 
have absolutely no business doing so yet. Until someone has a grasp of the 
sound of the code, they seem to be reacting to what the keyer does, rather 
than the keyer reacting to them. The result is all the extra letter 
elements that make copying so much fun. 


As an absolute minimum ( this is an opinion here, no real proof ) nobody 
should be using a keyer at any speed until they can copy in their sleep at 
least 5 words per minute faster than they will be trying to send. I would 
prefer a 10 wpm margin. In this way, the op would be reasonably comfortable 
with the sound, and not be attempting to count dits and dahs as the keyer 
tries to outrun them. 


A lot of people are under the impression that they can send faster than they 
can copy. Maybe they can generate code faster than they can copy, but will 
anybody else be able to copy it? 


Everybody try this ( I did a couple years ago, and the results were 
upsetting to say the least ): 

Grab your tape recorder and send about 5 minutes of text into it at the 
fastest speed you send on the air. Then send some random groups of 
different lengths. Send it from a page you have written down so you can 
check yourself later. The random groups are extremely important as you 
won't be able to anticipate them later. the different length groups are 
important, because you have to be able to find your word / group breaks 
later. Wait a couple days, then play the tape and write down what you 
hear. If you can't make a perfect copy of what you sent, them probably 
others can't either. I flunked this a couple years ago when I though I was 
sending great. I hope I've improved since then. 


The above test applies to whatever kind of key your using. Not just 
keyers... there's a lot of crappy bug and straight key sending out there 
too.

All, 


Most likely, iron powder toroids are damaged by overheating. In this case, 
demagnetizing won't help and replacement is required. Iron powder retains 
very little charge when a DC voltage is applied to the winding. The 
material used for iron powder breaks down with heat though. 


With ferrite, the material will retain a charge when a DC voltage is 
applied. This magnetizing also changes the inductance. The ferrite cores 
can be demagnetized by passing them through an AC field -- usually 60 Hz. 

I use my old weller soldering gun and pass the smaller ones through the 
electrodes that holds the tip. Don't turn the gun off while the core is in 
the field. Pass it through evenly and in a continuous motion. 


Note that you can also magnetize a ferrite core by placing it next toa 
strong magnet like those found on speakers. 


A pet peeve: deGaussing is incorrect. That would be like deOhming or 


deAmping a circuit. Demagnetizing is correct.

I had previously suggested the "anemic" approach to this one, i.e., no or low 
iron. It looks as if NoGa has moved somewhat in this direction, with a 
transformerless power supply for the B+ and a wall wart (with a transformer 
inside) to light the filaments. 


CQ magazine in the 1950s, '60s and maybe early '70s had several 
transformerless transmitters. The conservative folks in Newington eschewed 
such designs, probably because they were apprehensive about their readers 
getting a shock. If I recall correctly, a reader sent in an ac-dc design of 
a QRP transmitter with plate-modulated am, which was published in the Hints 
and Kinks column of June 1949 QST. This seems to have gotten by the editors 
screening articles formally submitted for publication. To the best of my 
knowledge, they never repeated their "mistake." 


There are probably very few readers of this who haven't at one time had their 
hands on, and very likely inside, an "All-American Five Tuber." 

This was an ac-dce broadcast band receiver where the tubes' filaments were 
wired in series. Each tube drew 150 milliamps of heater current, and the sum 
of the various voltage drops added up to 123 volts which worked just fine on 
the the line voltage of the day which was generally in the 110-117 Volt range. 


Done properly, with three-prong line cord plugs which are now in widespread 
use, a safe ac-dc rig is easy to design. A simple one-tube design might use 
a 117L7GT or 117N7GT or 117P7GT, all of which combine a diode (to be used as 
a half-wave rectifier in the rig's power supply) with a beam tetrode having a 
six-watt maximum plate dissipation rating. With merely a 50-percent class-C 
efficiency, one could expect to safely obtain six watts output under 
continuous key-down conditions. The lower duty cycle of ICW would of course 
allow this figure to be increased. 


A few minutes spent perusing a tube manual will suggest all kinds of tube 
line-ups that will work splendidly in an ac-dc transmitter without even 
needing a resistor to drop the line voltage to the series-connected 
filaments. The tubes and their sockets are neither hard nor expensive to 
obtain. As an example, a 12AU6 oscillator drioving two paralleled 35B5s or 
35C5s, with a 35Y4, 35Z3, 35Z4 or 35Z5 rectifier would do nicely, as would a 
12AU6 driving a pair of 50B5s or 50C5s, with a no. 47 six-volt pilot light, 
and then silicon rectifiers in the power supply. 


Can't find crystals? Copy an intelligent VFO design. In the mid-1940's QST 
published a VFO transmitter using just one 6L6! ARRL tested it for 
stability, chirp, clicks, etc. and it passed muster. 


Can't find variable capacitors? Use a varactor diode and potentiometer in 
the oscillator stage and carefully select fixed capacitors to tune the fairly 
broadband final amplifier stage. 


A two-stage transmitter is a better design because of its separation of 
signal generation from signal amplification functions, also lower power--and 
less crystal current in the (fixed frequency) oscillator stage. 


For those who like to think small, acorn tubes are available for less than 
$5.,Their sockets go for about $5, but the acorn looks suited to pcb 
construction. Nuvistors are even smaller, but their sockets are rare and 
stuffing them in a pcb looks to be difficult. 


Listen up, guys, none of this is rocket science. George Dobbs, G3RIV, at 
FDIM in Dayton a few years ago likened kit building to painting by the 
numbers. Building a tube transmitter is not difficult, and it is a splendid 
way to be creative and get away from possiby dumbing yourself down with 
another paint-by-the-numbers kit.

It was probably me that asked.... Let's take this one thing at a 
time.... 


The popping noise can be a couple of things. First is the ignition 
system. Does the popping sound increase with engine speed??? Plugs come to 
mind as the first thing. Bad sparkplug wires make matters worse. Not sure if 
your model has a distributor or a coil pack for the ignition system. I've 
had good luck on cleaning up ignition systems by replacing the plugs, new 
plug wires and distributor components. If you have an ignition coil pack, 
I've removed them, cleaned and sanded all the places where it is bolted to 
the engine compartment. Sometimes a 1" ground strap from the top of the coil 
pack to body will help greatly. There are other components that can make 
popping sounds, but they generally don't follow engine speeds. Plenty of 
switches and solenoids. They can be traced down, but require a way to 
monitor the on-board computer to see what it's up to. Some vehicles can be 
read with a DMM, some require a special device to monitor the OBC. It can be 
quite a task to trace these things down... 


The whine can be a few more things. Since it's coming through the 
antenna, something is generating decent RFI. First thing is the fuel pump. 
The way you test for this is to start the engine, and with the rig volume 
cranked all the way up - antenna attached, pull the fuse for the fuel pump. 
The engine will run for about 2 seconds, but that is long enough. The noise 
in the rig should quit immediately when the fuse is pulled, and then the 
engine will stop running. If this is the case, I have had good luck with the 
Radio Shack 10 amp DC filter installed as close to the top of the fuel tank 
as possible, assuming you have an electric fuel pump that is installed 
inside the fuel tank. I did this on my 1996 Ford Ranger and went from an S9, 
down to an S2. The other point of fuel system RFI is the injection system. 
The fuel injection pump to the injectors themselves. The bad news is I have 
not had a problem with this in my install. I have heard of others, most 
notably Ford diesel owners having fits with this. There are a couple of 
things you can try, but not directly with the injection system. In this 
case, try bonding the fenders and hood to the body of the truck. The exhaust 
system can also act as an antenna. Ground them as close to the ends as 
possible, as close to the frame as possible. 


There are some general things to do as well. I went through 10' of 
1" braid on my install. Everything has been grounded, and all ground points 
have been sanded to bare metal. I use standard RTV sealant on these joints 
to keep them corrosion free. I've used this technique for over 10 years and 
these connections look new after 5 years living near the coast. 


Running mobile will take some time to get installed properly. I can 


only run mobile right now, and my job requires me to drive a bunch.

> I don't know how many other people do it this way, and I haven't ever 
found a problem doing it this way, but what I do is just take the hot 
soldering iron and heat the very end where the copper is exposed until the 
enamel starts to bubble a bit and tin it with solder just like you would a 
regular piece of wire. You just have to be carefull not to melt off too 
much enamel, and just enough to tin the length that you need for your 
application. I tried this a couple of years back when I couldn't find any 
fine sand paper and it seems to work great. I usually clean up excess 
melted enamel with 90% or better Isopropyl alcohol.

Thanks for the posting of the article by Dr. Virgil Bottom. He was 
my first undergraduate professor of physics while I was a student 
at McMurry College in Abilene, TX starting in 1961.

You will need some serious mathematical background to wade 
through the book, but it is well worth the effort to go through it. 


Another little know bit of trivia. He was responsible for the form 
factor for the TO3 mounting. While at Motorola they wanted a 

form factor that would minimize the waste material in cutting 
sheets of material. By cutting the diamond shape you had little 
waste. 


He also had one of the first Ge small signal transistors manufactured 

by Motorola. He made a small one transistor AM radio that he ran 

with a single AA battery. He was changing the battery once a year 

to run the radio until the transistor failed. To the best of my knowledge 
the transistor never failed after 45 years of running. Heck of a test for 
MTTF (mean time to failure).

Antennas are a perennially interesting subject, and will promote a 
lively discussion at almost any ham club meeting. Anyone who says he 
has the real answer is usually booed out the the place. The real fact 
is that almost anything will work, given a few caveats! And the poor 
ham who has been booed out is probably right FOR HIS INSTALLATION. 


Ham magazines are full of claims about working the world on a wet 
shoestring. Often these are correct for the particular QTH involved. 
How many of us can say we have climbed to the top of Mount Everest just 
to make a QSO! 


There are two traditions in antenna design, balanced and unbalanced 
either will work. Balanced antennas like the dipole are generally 
easier to use but harder to put up. Unbalanced antennas, like the 
quarter wave vertical, are generally easier to put up but take more care 
in use! Slopers and end fed long wires fall in between! 


Now, the rigs choice also plays a part in the antenna selection. Back 
in the old days, most transmitters used either link coupling or a 
pi-network output. These were adjustable so they could do a good job of 
the impedance transform from the rig to the antenna. Also most rigs 
used tubes which are inherently higher impedance devices! 


Today's rigs are almost all solid state, so at a minimum an antenna 
tuner may be required. Solid state finals may be easier to destroy 
too! The old wet noodle or the bed springs are not as easy to 
substitute! 


Ands antennas are environmental devices too! This becomes apparent when 
you put up your antenna and find it acts like a dummy load! I can 


remember installing a trapped vertical in a place where I had to pay to 
have the ground water pumped out and expecting it to work like 
gangbusters. I had to add four radials for each band before it worked 
like an antenna should! 


In general the differences between properly installed antennas are 
small, at least when you are talking about wire antennas and fundamental 
frequency operation. Even the differences between mobile antennas and 
wire antennas are pretty small if the mobile antenna is properly 
installed. Lots of guys have used mobile antennas mounted on their 
balconies (properly installed) at QRP levels with great success. After 
all, this is the basis for most short antenna designs, isn't it? 


Unfortunately, there is no special secret antenna that will work 
anywhere. The best source of information on any antenna is the 
manufacturer, or if it is homebrew, reading a lot about the design. 
Expect to spend some time chasing bugs out! In fact you are doing the 
development, even if the antenna has been around for fifty years and 
used by almost all! It is really up to you to optimize the antenna for 
your installation! 


So, is the Miracle WHip a good antenna? Does the Gotham Vertical really 
work? Can you really work the world with a vertical and a poor ground? 
It depends. on how you do the installation, on how much time you are 
willing to invest, and how much you are willing to optimize your 
installations. There rally are no secrets! 


You know, an antenna was once described as a leaky water pipe. We are 
just making the hole bigger, the lawn still gets watered, only slower 
with a non-optimumized antenna! I think if you stop trying to find that 
magic antenna and learn to use the one you have, you will be happier.

Is there a Chart or Listing of 
All of the Channels and corresponding Fundamental Frequencies? 


I had thought to try Testing and Cataloging all of my crystals some day. 


Having a Reference Chart would be handy to compare the Actual results with 
the Origional Specifications. 


I am thinking that the difference in pin spacing on some could be related 
to the differing manufacturers who made them. I don't have a list, but 
several companies made the Military Crystals under Contract with the U.S.

You might want to check with Ten-Tec for the Schematic &/or Manual for the 
208A CW Filter. 


Also as others have mentioned, the CWF-2A Filter by MFJ, has been 
successfully added to many Ten-Tec Rigs (Internally). 


I have a similar unit which I made from an article in either QST or 73 
Magazines. It is just a pair of Op Amps as I recall. (741's?) It was 
designed for 750 Hz Offset (Ten-Tec Standard). I was able to obtain some 
comparable chips made for The Telephone Company (Matched Set). I installed 
mine in a Wooded Cigar Box which also doubled as a speaker enclosure. It 
had a Phone Plug that connected to the rig and a phone jack on the front 
to allow me to plug in my headset without pulling the rig out of the 
shelf. Also a switch (Power) on front to control the filter in/out and 
power. 


Later I got a QF1-A for use with my other rig. This was better in some 
ways, but not usually needed. The Simple CW filter will make all of the 
difference in the world for a 505 or 509. The 515 I think has an IF 
Filter, which should make it all the better. 


Also it makes a big difference by using the Accessory Connection, as it 
inserts the filter (Audio) ahead of the volume control and Audio 
Amplifier.

I found this information in the RSGB Radio Communication Handbook. I 
recently picked up a copy of this book (actual a two book set) from a local 
ham. It is one of the older editions (don't have it in front of me) from the 
early 1970s. I swept the crystals in my possession (some of each variety, 
two and three digit channel numbers) with my signal generator, scope and 
frequency counter and verified that all agree with the formulae. Of course, 
not ALL FT-241 crystals are of this sort and I am not an expert on mil 
surplus. 


BTW, the RSGB Handbook gives a table to guide the design of SSB filters 
using crystals from the two series (it also warns the reader that these 
crystals are old -- that was thirty years ago! -- and may not be reliable 
for this application). 


It is strange to me that the ARRL didn't publish this information, as a 
matter of course, in their handbooks. Or maybe I just don't own the handbook 
that included it ... if there is one. 


Maybe there are still a lot of these crystals floating around for the simple 
reason that this information was not made widely known. I know that I was 
always wondering how people knew which crystals to buy to build that 455 kc 
filter or BFO.

A related "Hint or Kink" is that female Molex pins (readily available from 
Radio Shack) can be made to fabricate sockets. The pins on these crystals 
are the same diameter as the pins on octal tubes (i.e. 3/32"). 

Molex pins are pretty close match. Some while back I could NOT find a socket 
for my 2BP1 CRT tubes and fabricated one instead using a block of Delrin and 
female Molex pins. The same thing could be done to make a crystal socket but 
octal sockets are already so plentiful that this would not likely be a 
limitation for most people. Instead of using male Molex pins I would use 
pieces of 3/32" brass tubing. I have used this to fabricate plug in coils 
for my homebrew dip meter, for example. See:

I just wanted to point out that 
while lamps may have been good for monitoring crystal drive in older designs 
they would not likely afford any degree of security with microprocessor 
crystals. Some people have reported driving them well beyond what the specs 
would suggest possible, however. You can't know whether something will fail, 
for certain, until it does.

Well, George, here's how YOU can re-grind (up, not 
down!) some of those FT-243 crystal blanks you have in 
your junkbox (it also appears on Ian Purdie's - 

VK2TIP - web site): 


A few tips on grinding crystals from an Old Timer, 
both from FT-241/243 blanks as well as HC-6/U holders! 


Way back when, in nineteen-forgotten, I used a piece 
of PLATE glass, about 3/8-inch thick (I don t 
recommend that thin, fragile window-pane glass be 
used) and about 7 or 8 inches square. The initial 
abrasive I used (as did a lot of others) was Bon-Ami 
scouring powder, but Ajax and other similar scouring 
powders will also work. For a finer abrasive, you can 
use Soft Scrub (allegedly a non-abrasive , but it 
really is - just a bit finer than the heavy-duty 
stuff). For still more gentle action, you can use 
toothpaste (not the gel stuff - get ol -fashioned 
Colgate). For 
the really-really-really fine touch(es), get some 
jeweler s rouge. Let s assume your crystal blank (from 
the FT-243) is about 25 to 20 kHz BELOW your desired 
operating frequency. It could be lower than that, and 
it s okay - it ll just require more grinding on your 
part. 


I d recommend you FIRST build a test oscillator and 
check the initial operating frequency of 

your surplus crystal. Jot it down on a piece of 
paper or your lab notebook . Carefully remove the 
screws that hold on the cover plate of the FT-243. Try 
not to destroy the neoprene gasket that seals the 
cover plate to the body of the crystal holder. Inside, 
you 1l see a compression spring and a (usually) brass 
plate that has a little tail that runs off to one of 
the crystal holder pins (provides one of the two 
electrical connections to the crystal blank). G-e-n-t- 
l-y lift up that plate (I used a sharp-pointed awl) 
jusssssst enough that you can tip out the crystal 
blank from between the two brass plates (there s one 
on the back side of the crystal 

blank). 


On the heavy-duty glass plate, make a thickish paste 
of water and some of that scouring powder. Use a 
pretty good glop of it, cause you re going to be 
spreading it about as you grind your rock . 


Place the crystal blank in the scouring power paste, 
and using just your index and middle finger (you know, 
the one you use on the highways when that %&«$#@! cuts 
you off), apply gentle pressure on diagonally opposite 
corners. Using this grip , begin to move the crystal 
in a FIGURE EIGHT (NOT circular!) pattern over the 
glass base plate - any size 8 will do; use one 

that s comfortable for you (mine, as I recall, were 
about 3 inches or so). 


After about five or six figure eights , grasp the 
OTHER two diagonal corners in the same fashion and 
continue with the figure eight pattern, same number of 
laps. Now, turn the crystal blank over and grind the 
OPPOSITE SIDE the same number of turns, using first 
one pair of diagonal corners and then the other pair 
of corners, as described above. If you need to, add 
some more scouring powder/water to the mess you have 
on the glass plate. The number of figure eight s 

you ll need to get the rock on the desired frequency 
is a function of how low in frequency it is (rela-tive 
to the desired operating frequency), how hard you 
press down as you grind, and just how abrasive your 
scouring powder is. Only experimentation and years and 
years of doing this will give you a feel for the 
technique! 


You re going to need either: a) A test oscillator to 
check the frequency and operation of the crystal or b) 
A working transmitter to verify the frequency and 
operation of the crystal. 


Carefully remove the quartz blank from the grinding 
compound and in a slow stream of cool water, 
thoroughly rinse off the grinding paste (you can 
gently apply a toothbrush to aid in this process if 
you want). LEAVE THE GRINDING PASTE ON THE 

GLASS GRINDING PLATE - you ll probably need it 
again. With clean fingers, hold the crystal blank by 
its edges and reassemble the blank in the FT-243 
holder - just slip it in between the two brass plates. 


Don t forget to re-install that compression spring! 
Put the cover plate back on the assembly and re- 
install all cover screws. Torque them down pretty 
well, since the amount of pressure on the crystal 
affects its operating frequency. Install the assembled 


FT-243 crystal in the test oscillator and measure the 
new operating frequency. 


Knowing how many figure-eight laps you did on each 
side will give you a rough idea of how many kilohertz 
you can move the crystal blank versus the number of 
laps of grinding effort. I doubt that just a few 
turns will move the rock very much, but I highly 
recommend you begin slowly and gently until you 
develop a feel for how much your efforts will actually 
move the frequency. Then you can be more aggressive in 
future grindings . 


Let s assume your FT-243 still isn t on frequency (it 
won t be, believe me), so disassemble the FT-243 again 
(see initial steps above), remove the crystal blank 
and grind it some more - maybe this time, 20 or 30 
laps on both corners, and 20 or 30 laps of the OTHER 
side of the blank. Again, clean the blank thoroughly, 
re-assemble the FT-243 and re-check the frequency in 
your test oscillator. 


As it says on the laxative bottle, repeat as 
necessary. Keep in mind that if you are checking the 
frequency in a test oscillator, the operating 
frequency may be slightly different from that of the 
ACTUAL transmitter in which the crystal is used. I d 
recommend using the real transmitter (into a dummy 
load, of course!) as your test oscillator, to avoid 
the differences in circuit capacitance, oscillator 
type, et cetera. 


Using graphite (from a soft-lead pencil) will move the 
crystal blank frequency DOWN (grinding moves it up, of 
course), but you have to be v-e-r-r-r-y careful where 
you apply it to the crystal blank surface - that sa 
lesson for another time.

You know guys I find it hard to believe that folks are worried about 
damaging HC-49 crystals when the 3579 khz ones sell for as low as 25 cents 
(check out the Hosfelt catalog). That gives you the opportunity to try to 
blow a few and see what they will take. Having done so I'm here to tell you 
that you have nothing to worry about as long as you don't use the circuits 
that were hard on FT-243 crystals. For example if you use a 6L6 tube with 
450 volts on the plate as an oscillator you may run into trouble. But if 
you use the crystal colpits circuit I doubt if you will have any problem. I 
have been fooling with crystals for more than 45 years and have never 
destroyed one due to over driving it. I have, however, destroyed them by 
grinding them too far or by dropping them on the floor. 


Over drive is really easy to detect. Simply listen on a receiver for 
crystal drift on the dashes. That represents heat. Lets not scare each 
other with dire predictions of crystal failure so slip on over to the work 
bench and see for yourselves.
